did.

their critics have seen

.them “traitors.” 
The late Mr. Web­

i violates his allegiance and betrays 
¡his country.” 
It is doubtless the case that those 
, who havé been so freely flnging that 
simple little word about never real­ 
ized ju st how serious a charge it is. 
We hold no brief for Senator LaFol- 
ilette, but it hardly seems 
just 
to 
place him in the class with Benedict 
Arnold. 
We are not at 
w ar 
with 
Germany or any other nation on the 
face of the globe. 
It is difficult to 
see how the senator from W isconsin 
lias betrayed his 
country 
because 
he is an extreme pacifist and does 
not favor armed neutrality 
which 
, would in a measure be a well defined 
step in the direction of war. 
It 
is 
not our 
intention 
to 
convey 
the 
thought 
that we should not defend 
our rights at sea, but there is none 
to deny that the arming of m erchant 
ships is an invitation for attack.

The fault seems to lie with the 
senate's rules.

Society for the Prevention of Tuber­ 
culosis are available not only for the 
culosis are available not only for the 
work but for such as may be willing 
to undertake the care of their tuber­ 
culosis citizens. 
In addition to the excellent county 
tuberculosis 
sanatorium law under 
which Indiana has already secured 
three 
good sanitoriums, the county 
tuberculosis workers will find in their 
hands a new tool— county referendum 
on sanatorium building. 
A majority 
of the voters at any regular election 
having approved a county tubercu­ 
losis 
sanatorium 
proposition, will 
have the satisfaction of having pro­ 
vision made by the commissioners 
for the care of 
their 
tuberculosis. 
This applies not to the poor especial­ 
ly, for the institution will require 
that where possible patients shall pay 
the cost of service rendered to them. 
It is hoped that 
this bill will enable 
the larger counties of Indiana to 
secure 
sanatoriums. 
The smaller 
counties 
will 
doubtless avoid the 
larger overhead cost of maintaining 
individual 
institutions 
bv 
build- 
in district sanatoriums as the coun­ 
ties of Noble, DeKalb, Steuben and 
Lagrange are now preparing to do.. 
The old law makes careful provision 
for the establishing of these district 
sanatorium.

Some Fish Dishes Good for Lent 


All housekeepers are glad to learn 
of new ways, new to them at least, 
of cooking fish during 
the 
lenten 
season. 
To be inviting fish must he very 
fresh, well cooked 
and 
daintily 
served. 
Kettles in which fish are 
cooked should he used for that pur­ 
pose exclusively, as flavors 
left in 
them by strong foods are apt 
to 
taint delicate tish unpleasantly. 
In 
homes 
where the fast 
is 
strictly 
kept, and quantities of fish are eat­ 
en, then, at least twice a week, the 
skins, bones and left 
overs 
should 
he converted into fish stock. 
This i> done 
by 
covering 
them 
with a quart of boiling water and 
adding a hit of celery, a grated car­ 
rot, a 
thinly 
sliced onion, 
two 
cloves, a bay leaf and a little pars­ 
ley; 
pepper and salt to taste are 
added with two slices of lemon. The 
stock i> boiled from 30 to 40 min­ 
utes then carefully strained. 
When 
cold the 
grease is removed and the 
stock L kept chilled until needed. 
Fish soup ami chowder can 
he 
made from this stock or it can be 
used to jell with fish or shell food 
lor a salad. 
It 
does not keep as 
well as other soup stocks, 
so 
it 
should be used within two days a f­ 
ter l>cing made.

comes “woolly”and uninviting .

As a youth he was trained for a sol­ 
dier’s career, 
lie 
fought 
through 
the Austro-Prussian and the Fran­ 
co-Prussian 
wars, and is said to 
lave been the first German soldier 
to cross the frontier into France in 
the last-named conflict. 
Serving in 
the German cavalry for three 
de­ 
cades, he rose to a rank of general 
when 42 years old. 
He retired ten 
years later, a distinguished soldier, 
to devote all his time to the problem 
of aeronautics. 
lie began to study and experiment- 
soon after arriving in Germany from 
the American civil war. Except for 
the time demanded in routine mili­ 
tary duties, 
for the time 
spent in 
fighting two wars, 
and 
for a year 
spent in 
honeymooning 
with 
his 
bride, who was a girl of the Ger­ 
man nobility, he spent the remaind­ 
er of his life in building flying con­ 
trivances that, for the most 
part, 
refused to fly. 
From a wealthy nobleman owning 
vast estates, 
Count Zeppelin 
was 
gradually reduced to an aristocratic 
mechanic living in a humble cottage 
on an allowance supplied 
by

friends. 
lie met many narrow es­ 
capes from death, and disaster re­ 
peatedly 
overtook 
his 
airships. 
These became so frequent that pert 
paragraphs began to appear in the 
German press in ridicule of his ef­ 
forts. 


Then in a day the tide turned. He 
electrified a skeptical world in 1908 
by staying

Indianapolis, March !).—Of great 


significance to the campaign against 
tuberculosis in the counties of Indi- 
ana is the recent passage of three 
hills aiding the movement. 
These 


measures worked out by the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Indiana 
Society for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis are available not only for the 
eulosis are available not only for the 
work but for such as may be willing 
to undertake the care of their tuber- 
culosis citizens. 


In addition to the excellent county 


tuberculosis 
sanatorium law under 


which Indiana has already secured 
three 
good sanitoriums, the county 


tuberculosis workers will find in their 
hands a new tool—county referendum 
on sanatorium building. 
A majority 


of the voters at any regular election, 
having approved a county tubercu- 
losis 
sanatorium 
proposition, will 


have the satisfaction of having pro- 
vision made by the 
commissioners 


for the care of their tuberculosis. 
This applies not to the poor especial- 
ly, for the institution will require 
that where possible patients shall pay 
the cost of service rendered to them. 
It is hoped that this bill will enable 
the larger counties of Indiana to 
secure 
sanatoriums. 
The smaller 


counties will doubtless avoid the 
larger overhead cost of maintaining 
individual 
institutions 
by 
build- 


in district sanatoriums as the coun- 
ties of Noble, DeKalb, Steuben and 
Lagrange are now preparing to do.. 
The old law makes careful provision 
for the establishing of these district 
sanatorium. 


An adequate registration of living 


oases is now possible but can be more 
'Illicitly' secured if the county tuber- 
culosis societies co-operate with the 
medical societies and local board of 
health. 
This will .help bring every 


case of 
tuberculosis 
under 
some 


supervision. 


Other bills that would have aided 


the anti-tuberculosis campaign had 
they become laws, those providing 
for 
the training 
of 
tuberculosis 


nurses in county sanatoriums for the 
establishing of- whole time 'county 
health officers, forthe medical 
in- 


spection of school children and for 
state aiding to 
county " tuberculosis 


sanatoriums. These 
are 
matters 


which must await the action of an- 
other legislature. 


The health workers of Indiana, by 


utilizing to the fullest 
extent, 
the 


opportunities given, will be enabled 
to make great progress during the 
next two years.

Some Fish Dishes Good for Lent 


All housekeepers are glad to learn 


of new ways, new to them at least, 


the leuten 
of cooking fish during 
season. 


To be inviting fish must be very 


fresh, well cooked 
and 
daintily 


served. 
Kettles in which fish are 


cooked should be used for that pur- 
pose exclusively, as flavors left in 
them by strong foods are apt 
taint delicate tish unpleasantly.

homes 
where the fast 
is strictly 


kept, and quantities of fish are eat- 
en, then, at least twice a week, the 
skins, bone* and left 
overs should 


be converted into fish stock. 


This is done by covering them 


with a quart of boiling water and 
adding a bit of celery, a grated car- 
rot, a 
thinly 
sliced onion, 
two 


cloves, a bay leaf and a little pars- 
ley; 
pepper and salt to taste arc 


added with two slices of lemon. The 
stock is boiled from 30 to 40 min- 
utes then carefully strained. When 
cold the grease is removed and the 
slock is kept chilled until needed. 


Fish soup and chowder can 
he 


made from this stock or it can be 
used to jell with fish or shell food! 
for a salad. It 
does not keep as 


well as other soup stocks,

more than a planked fish. The oil, 
grease or fat in which fish are to be 
fried should be melted and hot be- 
fore the fish is put in. In frying the 
fish should be covered until it has 
been turned once, then uncover it 
and lightly brown.
